AVING ſpent moſt of my Time 
for more = a Year paſt in the 
Forks of Delaware in Penſylua- 
nia, and not having had any 


conſiderable Appearance of Succeſs among 
the Indians there, upon hearing that there was 


a Number of Indians at Croſweekſung, in 
New-Ferſey, near fourſcore Miles Southeaſt- 
ward from the . Forks of Delaware, I came 
hither this Day to try what might be done 
towards chriſtianizing them. 

I found very few Perſons at the Place l 
viſited, and perceived the Indians in theſe 
Parts were very much ſcatter'd, there being 
not more than two or three Families in a 
Place, and theſe ſmall Settlements ſix, ten, 
fifteen, twenty, and thirty Miles diſtant, and 


* ſome more, from the Place where I then was. 
> However I preached to thoſe few, and they 


appear'd well-diſpoſed, and not inclined to 
oe and cavil, as the Indians generally did. 


B Upon 
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4 Riſe and Progreſs of a Work of Grace 
Upon my telling them that I would willingly 


viſit them again the next Day, they readily ſet 


out, and travel'd ten or fifteen Miles, in order 
to give Notice to ſome of their Friends; ſo 
that on the 22d their Number, which at firſt 
conſiſted of about ſeven or eight Perſons, was 
increaſed to near thirty; and there was not 


only a ſolemn Attention among them, but 
*rwas apparent that ſome confiderable Im- 
preſſions were made upon their Minds by Di- 
vine Truths. Some began to feel their Mi- 
ſery and periſhing State, and to be concerned 


for a Deliverance from it. 


Lord's Day, June 23. Preach'd to the 
Indians, and ſpent the Day with them.

Old Men and 
Women, who had been drunken Wretches 
for many Ycars,and ſome little Children, not 
more than ſix or ſeven Tears of Ageappeared 
in Diſtreſs for their Souls, as well as Perſons 
of middle Age. The moſt ſtubborn Hearts 
were now obliged to bow. A principal Man 
among them, who before was ſecure and 
ſelf-righteous, becauſe. he knew more than 
the generality of the Indians, was now 
brought under ſolemn Concern for his Soul, 
and wept bitterly. Another Man in Years, 
who had been aMurderer,a\Pawwaw,or Con- 


jurer, and a notorious Drunkard, was brought 
now to cry for Mercy with many Tears, and 


to complain he could be no more concerned 
tho? in ſo great Danger. 

They were almoſt univerſally praying and 
crying for Mercy in every Part of the Houſe, 
and many out of Doors, and Numbers could 
neither. go nor ſtand. None ſeemed to take 


Notice of thoſe about them, but each prayed 
as 


— 
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as freely for themſelves as if they had been 
every one by themſelves” in the cloſeſt Re- 
teriment. It ſeemed to me there was now 
an exact Fulfilment of that Prophecy, Zech.

Scarce a dry Eye to be ſeen among them 
yet nothing boiſterous or unſeemly; nothing 


chat might diſturb publick Worſhip, but 


tended rather to excite a Chriſtian Ardour, 
and Spirit of Devotion. After publick Ser- 
vice I withdrew, and the Indians continued 
praying together near two Hours. It was 
very refreſhing to ſee thoſe who lately were 
Pagans and Idolaters, having no Hope, and 
without God in the World, now fill'd with a 
Senſe of Divine Love and Grace, and wor- 
ſhipping the Facher in Spirit and 1n Truth, 
as Numbers here appeared to do. 

Oct. 24. Diſcourſed from Jobn iv. 13, 14. 
*Tis ſurprizing to ſee how eager they are of 
hearing the Word of God. I have often 
thought they would chearfully and diligently 
attend Divine Worſhip a whole Day toge- 
ther. On the 25th diſcourſed on the Reſur- 
rection from Luke xx. 279—36. Numbers 
were much affected and melted with a View 


of the Bleſſedneſs of the godly, their final 


Freedom from Sin and Sorrow, their equa- 
lity to the Angels, and their being the Chil- 
dren of God, and openly mami by 
him as ſuch. 

Oct. 26. Being called to aſſiſt at the Ad- 
miniſtration of the Lord's Supper in a neigh- 
bouring Congregation. I invited my People 
to go with me, who moſt of them now un» 

3 derſtood 
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derſtood fomething of the Engliſh Tongue, 


and chearfully embraced the Opportunity. 


Lord's Day, Oct. 27. While I was preach- 


ing to a valt Aſſembly, who generally ap- 
peared ſecure enough, there was one Indian 


Woman, a Stranger, who had never heard 
me before, ſeiz*d with ſuch a preſſing Con- 
cern for her Soul, that ſhe expreſſed a great 
Deſire to go home and call her Huſband 


(more than forty Miles diſtant) that he alſo 


might be awaken'd to a Concern for his Soul. 
The pious People of the Engliſh ſeem'd re- 


freſn'd with ſeeing the Indians worſhip God 


in ſo devout and ſolemn a manner with the 


Aſſembly of his People. Preached again 
the next Day, and my People ſtill expreſs'd 


their Deſires to hear the Word of God. 


Crofweekſung, Oct. 28. Diſcourſed from 


Mal. xxii. 113. The Word of God 
ſeem'd to fall upon the A ſſembly with a Di- 
vine Power and Influence, eſpecially towards 
the Cloſe; and there was both a ſweet Melt- 
ing, and bitter Mourning in the Audience. 


8⁰ much of the Divine Preſence appeared in 


the Aſſembly, that it ſcemed this was no 
other than the Houſe of God, and the Gate 
of Heaven. And many were conſtrained 


by the Sweetneſs of that Seaſon to ſay, Lord 
it is good for us to be bere. 


Nov. 1. Diſcourſed from Luke xxiv. briefly 


explaining the whole Chapter, 
Lord's 


tt 
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Lord's Day, Nov. 3. Preached to my Peo- 
ple from Luke xvi; 17. There was ſome ap- 

arent Concern and Affection in the A ſſem- 
bly, though far leſs than has been uſual of 
late. Afterwards I baptized fourteen Indians, 
ſix Adults, and eight Children, One of 
them was near four/core Years of Age, and 1 
have reaſon to hope God has brought her 
favingly. Home to himſelf. Two. of the 
others were Men of about fifty, who had 
been ſingular and remarkable, even among 
the Indians, for Wickedneſs ; one had been 
a Murderer, and both notorious Drunkards, 
as well as exceſſively, quarrelſome; yet now 
can't but hope both are become Subjects of 
God's ſpecial Grace. And there was not one 
ol the Adults I baptized, who had not given 
me ſome comfortable Grounds to hope God 
had wrought. a Work of ſpecial Grace in 
their Hearts, 

Nov. 4. Diſcourſed from John xi. briefly 
explaining moſt of the Chapter, Divine 
Truths made deep Impreſſions on many in 
the Aſſembly. Numbers were affected with 
a View of the Power of Chriſt to raiſe the 

ad, particularly dead Souls to a ſpiritual 
Life, Some that were Jately come from. re- 
mote Places, were brought under deep and 
preſſing Concern ; particularly one who not 


long ſince came half drunk, railed on us, 


and attempted various Ways to diſturb us in 
een 
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Divine Worſhip, was now ſo concern'd and 
diſtreſsꝰd for her Soul, that the ſeemꝰd unable 


to get any Eaſe without an Intereſt in Chriſt. 
Baptized a Child this Day, and perceived 
ſome of the baptized Perſons affected with 
the Ad miniſtration of this Ordinance, as be- 
ing thereby minded of their own ſolemn En- 
gagements, I have now baptized in all forty- 
ſeven Indians, twenty-three Adults, and 
twenty-four Children. Thirty-five of them 
belong to theſe Parts, the Reſt to the 
Forks of Delaware. And, thro? rich Grace, 
they have none of them as yet been ſuffered 
to diſgrace their Profeſſion of Chriſtianity by 
any ſcandalous or unbecoming Behaviour. 


F might now make many Remarks on fo 


remarkable a Work of Grace as this has been, 
but ſhall confine my ſelf to a few Hints only. 
1. *Tis remarkable that God began this 


Work among the Indians, at a Time when 


I had the leaſt Hope, or rational Proſpect of 
ſeeing ſuch a Work propagated among 
them : My bodily Strength being then much 
waſted, and my Mind exceedingly depreſsd 
with a View of the Unſucceſsfulneſs of my 
Labours, ſo that I had begun to entertain 
ſerious Thoughts of my giving up my Miſ- 
ſion. And in this Frame of Mind I firſt vi- 
fited theſe Indians at Croſweek/ung : And yet 
this was the very Scaſon in which God ſaw 
fit to begin this glorious Work, And thus 


he 
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he ordained Strength out of Weakneſs, mak- 


ing bare his Almighty Arm at a Time when 


all Hopes and Human Probabilities ſeemed 
to fail. It is good to follow the Path of Duty, 
tho" in the midſt of Darkneſs and Diſcourage- 
ment. 

2. Tis remarkable how God providen- 
tially, and in a manner unaccountable, called 
theſe Indians together to be inſtructed. When 
I firſt came I found not one Man in the 
Place; only four Women, and a few Chil- 
dren ; but before I had been here many Days 
they gathered from all Quarters, ſome from 
more than twenty Miles diſtant ; and. at my 
ſecond Viſit. ſome came from more than 
forty Miles. And many came without any 
Intelligence of what was going on here, ſo 
that it ſeemed as if God had ſummoned them 
together from all Quarters to hear his Goſ- 
pel. Nor is it leſs ſurprizing that they were, 
one after another, affeted with a ſolemn 
Concern for their Souls almoſt as ſoon as 


they came upon the Spot where Divine 


Truths were taught. After this Work of 
Grace begun with Power it was common for 
Strangers of the Indians, before they had 
been with us one Day, to be deeply con- 
vinced of their Sin and Miſery, and ſolici- 

touſly enquire what they muſt do to be ſaved, 
3. Tis likewiſe remarkable how God pre- 
ſerv'd theſe poor Indians from being preju- 
| | diced 


old Acquaintance. 
Who can binder or reſiſt?

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diced againſt me by Means uſed for that Pur- 
Poſe by ungodly People. Abundance of de- 


luſive artful Suggeſtions were employed to 
prejudice them againſt, or affright them from 


Chriſtianity ; but they all conſtantly turn'd 
againſt the Authors ot them, and (thro' the 
Divine Goodneſs) only ſerved to engage the 


Affections of he Indians more firmly to me, 


And it ſeems the more wonderful in that l 


was an utter Stranger, and the others their 
But if God will work, 


4. Nor is it leſs wonderful how God was 
pleaſed to provide a Remedy for my Want 
of Skill in the Indian Language, by remark - 
ably fitting my Interpreter for the Perform- 
ance of his Work. It might be ſuppoſed 
that Divine Truths would unavoidably loſe 
much of the Energy 


But altho' this has 


been the Caſe while my Interpreter had little 


or no Senſe of Divine Things, yet afterward 
it was quite otherwiſe. I can't think my Ad- 
dreſſes to the Indians have ordinarily, ſince 


this Seaſon of Grace, loſt any thing of the 
Power or Pungency with which they were 
made. He had likewiſe, to Appearance an 
experimental Acquaintance with Divine 


ſion 


Things, and longing Deſires for the Conver- 


and Pathos with which | 
they might at firſt be delivered, by coming | 
from a ſecond Hand. 
often (to my Sorrow and Diſcouragement) | 


could ſay they were only 
8 fearful Noiſe of Hell and Damnation, this 
Work having been begun and carried on by 


Luke xiv. 
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ſion of the Indians, and admirable Zeal and 
Fervour in addreſſing them in order thereto. 
And 'tis remarkable, when I was favour'd 
with any Hpecial Aſſiſtance in my Work, 
and enabled to ſpeak with more than com- 
mon Freedom, Ferrency and Power, under 


Ja lively and affecting Senſe of Divine T hings, 


he was uſually affected in the ſame Manner 
almoſt inſtantly, and ſeemed at once quick- 
ned, and enabled to ſpeak in the ſame pa- 
thetick Strain. And a ſurprizing Energy 
often accompanied the Word at ſuch Seaſons, 
ſo that the whole Face of the Aſſembly 
would be apparently changed almoſt in an 
Inſtant, and Tears and Sobs become com- 
mon among them. 

5. Tis further remarkable, that God car- 
ried on his Work here by ſuch Means, and 


in ſuch a Manner, as tended to obviate thoſe 


Prejudices and Objections which have often 
been raiſed againſt ſuch a Work. None 
frigbied with a 


almoſt one continued Strain of Goſpel-Invi- 


tation to periſhing Sinners, as may be gueſſed 


from the Scriptures I chiefly inſiſted on: 
Nor have I ever ſeen ſo general an Awake- 
ning in my Life, as while I was opening and 
inſiſting on the Parable of the great Supper, 
In which — I was enabled 
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to ſet before them the unſcarcbable Riches of 
Goſpel-Grace. Not that I never inſtructed 
them reſpecting their fallen State, and the 
Sinfulneſs and Miſery of it. This was what 
T at firſt chiefly inſiſted on, and endeavoured 
to repeat and inculcate in almoſt every Diſ- 
courſe, knowing that without this Foundation, 
I ſhould but build upon the Sand, and that it 
would be in vain to invite them to Chriſt 
till they were convinced of their Need of 
him. | 

Nor has there been any plauſible Objection 
to be made againſt this Work in regard to 
the Manner in which it has been carried on. 


The Convictions of their Sin and Miſery | 
have indeed produced many Tears, Cries and | 


Groans 3 but there has been no Appearance 


of thoſe Convulſons, bodily Agonies, frigbiſul 


Screamings, Swoonings, and the like, which 
have been ſo much complained of in other 
Places. Some indeed have been for a Time, 


in a great Meaſure, deprived of their bodily. | 
Strength, yet without any convuſſive Ap- | 


Pearances. 15 | 
6thly, and laſtly, The Effects of this Work 


have likewiſe been very remarkable. Many | 


of theſe People have gained more doctrinal 


. Knowledge of Divine Truths in leſs than five 
Months than could have been .inſtilled into 


them by the moſt diligent Uſe of the moſt 
proper and inſtructive Means for Years to- 
gether, 
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gether, without ſuch a Divine Influence, 
Their Pagan Notions, and idolatrous Practi- 
ces, ſeem to be wholly abandoned. They 
are regulated, and appear regularly diſpoſed 
in the Affairs of Marriage. They ſeem ge- 
nerally devorced from Drunkenneſs, their 
darling Vice. A Principle of Honeſty and 
Juſtice appears in many of them, and they 
feem concerned to diſcharge old Debts which 
they had neglected, and perhaps never 
thought of for Years paſt. Love ſeems to- 
reign among them, eſpecially thoſe who have 
given Evidences of a ſaving Change; and 
I. have ſeen no Appearance of Bitterneſs or 
Cenſoriouſneſs in theſe, or any Diſpoſition 
to eſteem themſelves better than others. 
As their Sorrows under Convictions have 
been great, ſo have the Joys of many of 
them {ſince been: But their Conſolations have 
not appear'd extatick or flighty, nor inclined 
them to Ligbineſi or Airineſs, but have been 
attended with Solemnity, and often with 
Tears, and an apparent Brokenneſs of Heart. 
And now, upon the whole, I think 1 may 
juſtly ſay, here are all the Signs and Evi- 
dences of a remarkable Work of Grace 
among theſe Indians. May the great Author 


of it maintain and promote it here, and pro- 


pagate it every where, till the whole Earth 
be filled with his Glory. Amen. 


E 2 I have 
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I have now rode more than three thouſand 
Miles in the laſt eight Months, and almoſt 
the whole. of it has been about my own pro- 
per Buſineſs as a Miſſionary for propagating 
Chriſtian Knowledge among the Indians. 
Several hundred Miles I have travelled, in 
order. to. find out a fit Colleague in this 
Work, but have not yet found one quali- 
hed and diſpoſed thereto. I apprehend a 
Neceſlity of having an Eugliſb School ſpeedily 
ſet up among theſe Indians, who are now 
willing to gather together in a Body for this 
Purpoſe. The ſeveral Societies I have 
preached to laſt Summer, live at ſo great 
Diſtances, and ſo much of my Time 3s 
neceſſarily conſumed in journeying, that J 
can employ but little in any of my neceſſary 
Studies. The Indian Languages are ſo very 
numerous, my other Labours and Fatigues 
are ſo great, and bear ſo hard on my Conſti- 
tution, that I am at Times almoſt: diſcoura- 
ged from attempting to learn them. How- 
ever, I have taken conſiderable Pains to learn 
the Delaware Language, and as far as Health 
and Buſineſs will admit, propoſe ſtill to 
do ſo. | 
As theſe ignorant Pagans ſtood in Need 
of having Line upon Line, ſo I preached 
publickly, and taught them from Houſe, to 
Houle for whole Weeks together; and my 
publick Diſcourſes did not then make up ow 
a 
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half of my Work, whilſt there were ſo many 
conſtantly coming to me with that important 
Enquiry, —IPhat : muſt I do to be ſaved? And 
yet I can ſay, to the Praiſe of rich Grace, 
the apparent Succeſs of my Labours abun- 
dantly compenſated all my Pains, and was 
a great Means of ſupporting and carry ing 
me thro? it. But ſtill I ſee great Need of 
Aſſiſtance in my Work, and have been much 
oppreſſed for want of one to bear a Part of 
my Labours and Hardſhips. 

May the Lord of the Harveſt ſend forth 
more Labourers inio his Harveſt, that they 
who ſit in Darkneſs may ſee great Light, and 
the whole Earth may be filled with the Know-

Teached both Parts of the Day from 
the Story of Zacheus, Lutte xix. 1, * 
The Word ſeemed to be attended with Di- 
vine Power. Numbers were much affected 
former Convictions revived, and one or two 
newly awakened. . 

Nov. 26. After dme Time ſpent in pri- 
vate Conferences, I preached from Jobn v. 
1,—9, I Was favoured with ſome ſpecial 
| +E 3; Freedom 
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Freedom and Fervency, 'and a powerful 
Energy accompanied Divine Truths. Many 
wept, and ſcarce any appeared unconcerned. 
There was no boiſterous Commotion, but a 
ſweet and humble Melting. It ſeemed like 
the gentle but conſtant Showers that water 
the Earth. The Perſons lately awakened 
were ſome of them deeply diſtreſſed, and 
aid, They knew not what to do, nor how to 
get their wicked Hearis changed. 

Nov. 28, After private Inſtructions, open'd 
and made Remarks upon the ſacred Story 
of our Lord's Transfiguration, Luke ix. 
28, ——36, Had therein a principal View 


to the Edification and Conſolation of God's | 


People, and obſerved ſome exceedingly af- 
fected with an Account of the Glory of 


Chriſt in his Transfiguration, and filled with] 


longing Deſires of being with him where 
he is, that they might behold his Glory, I 


aſked one who wept moſt affectionately, Þ 
obat ſhe now wanted ? She replied, O to be 
with Chriſt, be did not know how to ſtay. 
The Lord Jeſus ſeemed to manifeſt his Glory, 


as when transfigured before the Diſciples. 


Nov. 30. Preached near Night, after] 
ſome Hours Conference with them, ex- 
plained the Story of the rich Man and La- 
zerous, Luke xvi. 19,—26., The Word] 


made powerful Impreſſions on many of them, 
eſpecially while 1 diſcourſed of the 3 
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neſs. of Lazarus in Abraham's Boſom. This 
affected them much more than what I ſpoke 
of the rich Man' Miery and Torments. 

Lord's Day, Decem. 1. Preached in the 
Forenoon from Luke xvi. 27, 31, Ia 
the Afternoon preached to a Number of 
white People, at which Time the Indians at- 
tended with Diligence, and many were able 


to underſtand a conſiderable Part of my 


Diſcourſe, At Night diſcourſed to my 
People again, preſſing them to Watchfulneſs 
in all their Deportment, ſeeing they, were 
encompaſſed with thoſe who watched for 
their halting, , and ſtood ready to draw them 
into Temptations. 

Lord's Day, Decem. 8. Diſcourſed on the 
Story of the blind Man, John ix. There 
appeared no remarkable Effect of the Word 
upon the Aſſembly at this Time. Such have 
been the Doings f the Lord here in awake» 
ning Sinners, and comforting Saints, that 
tis now ſtrange to ſee the Aſſembly fit with 
dry Eyes, and without Sobs and Groans, 

Decem. 12. Preached from the Parable of 
the ten Virgins, Mat. xxv. I was favoured 
with uncommon Freedom and Plainneſs of 


Addreſs, and many were melted into Tears 


and unaffected Sobs. 

Lord's Day, Decem. 15. Preached from 
Luke xiii. 2 Divine Truths fell 
with Weight and * upon the 2 
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Near Night, diſcourſed to them again from 
Mat. xxv. 31, 46. Powerful Impreſſions 
were made upon the Aſſembly in general, 
It was. an amazing Seaſon of Grace. The 
Word of the Lord this Day was quick and 
powerful, ſharper than a two-edged Sword, 
and pierced into the Hearts of many. The 
Impreſſions made upon them appeared ſolid, 
rational and deep, worthy. of the ſolemn 
Truths by means of which they were pro- 
duced. How did their Hearts ſeem to bow 
under the Weight of Divine Truths! And 
how evident did it now appear that they re- 
ceived and felt them, not as the Word of 
Man, but as the Word of God! None can 
frame a juſt Idea of the Appearance of our 
Aſſembly at this Time, bur thoſe who have 
ſeen a Congregation ſolemnly awed, and 
deeply imprefſed by Divine Truths delivered 
to them in the Name of God. 

Decem. 16, Diſcourſed to my People in 
the Evening from Luke xi. 1.— 13. Afﬀer 
having inſiſted on the Command and En- 
couragement in the th Verſe to aſk for Di- 
vine Favours, I called upon them to afk for 
a net Heart with utmoſt Importunity, as 
the Man in the Parable pleaded for Loaves 
of Bread at Midnight. There was much 
Affection and Concern in the Aſſembly; 
particularly one Woman was in ſuch an 


Agony in ſeeleing aſter Chriſt, that the Sweat 


ran 
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ran off her Face for a good while, tho? it 
was a very cold Evening, and her bitter 
Cries were a moſt affecting Indication of the 
inward Anguiſh of her Heart: 

Decem. 21. My People having attained 
to a conſiderable Degree of Knowledge 
in the Principles of Chriſtianity,. I thought 
proper to ſet up a catechetical Lecture, 
and. this Evening attempted ſomething in 
that Form, propoſing Queſtions to them 
agreeable to the Rev. Aſſembly's ſhorter Ca- 
techiſm, They were able readily and ratio- 


nally to anſwer many important Queſtions 


propoſed to them. In the Improvement of 
the whole, when I came to-infer, and open 


the Bleſſedneſs of thoſe who have God for 


their everlaſting Friend and Portion, they 
appeared to be much affected and engaged. 
Lord's Day, Decem. 22. Diſcourſed upon 


the Story of the young rich Man in the 
22. God made 


Goſpel, Mat. ix. 16, 
it a ſeaſonable Word, I am perſwaded, to 
many Souls. Some Indians were newly come 
here, who had lived among Quakers, and 
had imbibed ſome of the Quakers Errors, 
particularly this fundamental one, viz. that 
if Men live ſoberly and honeſtly according 
to the Dictates of their own Conlciences (or 
the Light within) there is no Danger or Doubt 
of their Salvation. Theſe Perſons I found 
worſe to deal with than the mere Pagans 


Who 
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who have no ſelt-righteous Foundation to 


build upon. However, they all, but one, 
appeared now convinced that this ſober honeſt 
Lite of itſelf was not ſufficient to Salvation, 
fince Chriſt himſelf had declared it fo in 
the Caſe of the young Man. 

This was likewiſe a Seaſon of Comfort 
to ſome Souls, and in particular to her 
mentioned the 16th inſtant, who had never 
before obtained any ſettled Comfort; ſhe 


now appeared in a heavenly Frame of Mind, 


compoſed, and delighted with the Will of 
God. When I came to diſcourſe with her 
particularly,, and to enquire how ſhe got 
Relief from her ſpiritual Diſtreſſes, ſhe re- 
plyed in broken Engliſh, — Me try, me try 
fave my ſelf ; laſt my Strength be all gone; 
coud' nt me ſtir bit furder. Den laſt me lei 
Teſus Chriſt alone, ſend me Hell if he pleaſe. 
F ſaid, but you was not willing to go to 
Hell, was you? She replied, Could not me 
Belp it. My Heart he would be wicked for 


all, Could: not me make him good. By, by, 


my Heart be grad deſperately. I aſked her 
why her Heart was glad. She replied, 
Grad my Heart, Feſus Chriſt do what be 
he pleaſe with me. Den me tink, grad my 
Heart Jeſus Chriſt ſend me Hell, V idu't me 
care, me love him for all. And ſhe could 


not readily be convinced, but that ſhe was 


willing to go to Hell, if Chriſt was pleaſed 


to 
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to ſend her there. Tho? the Truth evidently 
was, her Will was ſo ſwallowed up in the 
Will of God, that fhe could not frame any 
Hell in her Imagination that would be dread- 
ful or undefireable, provided it was but the 
Will of God to ſend her tot. 

Towards Evening T proceeded in the ca- 
jechetical Method; and when I came to 
anſwer that Queſtion, how they ould knezw 
aohether God has choſen them to everlaſting 

| Life ? by preſſing them to come and give 
up their Hearts to Chriſt, and thereby make 
their Election ſure, thoſe under Concern were 
afreſh engaged in ſeeking an Intereſt in him, 
and others who had obtained Comfort were 
refreſhed to find in themſelves that Love to 
God, which was an Evidence of his elecbing 
Love to them. 

Decem. 2 5. The Indians having been uſed 
on Chriſtmas-Days to drink and revel with 
the white People, I thought proper to call 
them together, and diſcourſed to them on 
the Parable of the barren F:g-tree, from 
Luke xii, 6, 9. A Divine Influence, Pm 
perſwaded, accompanied the Word at this 
Seaſon, and ſeemed to be like the Influence of 
the Earthquake rather than the Whirl-wind 
upon them. Their Paſſions did not appear 
{o much alarmed, as their Judgments con- 
vinced, by the maſterly and conquering 
Power of Divine Truths. God was in the 

" midſt 
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midſt of us of a Truth, bowing and melting 
ſtubborn Hearts. They ſeemed to watch 
and wait for God's Word, as the thirſty 
Earth for the farmer and latter Rain. Afﬀter- 
wards I diſcourſed to them on the Duties of 
Huſbands and Wives, from Eph. v. 22, — 33. 
And in the Evening inculcated upon them 
the Truths I had inſiſted on in my former 
Diſcourſe, and obſerved a powerful Influ- 
ence ſtill accompanying what was ſpoken. 
Decem. 26. This Evening was viſited by 
a very old Woman, who appeared to be 
much broken and c ildiſh thro* Age, but 
under great ſpiritual Exerciſe. She was led 
by the Hand to my Houle, and appeared 
in extreme Anguiſh, When I aſked what 
ailed her, ſhe replied, Her Heart was di/- 
treſſed, and ſhe feared ſhe ſhould never find 
Chriſt. She told me ſhe had heard me preach 
often, but never knew any thing about it till 
the laſt Sabbath, and then it came, ſhe ſaid, 
all one as if a Needle had been thruſt into 
her Heart, ſince which Time ſhe had no Reft 
Day nor Night. That on the Evening 
before Chriſtmas, a Number of Indians dif- 
courſing together about Chriſt at a Houſe 
where ſhe was, their Talk pricked ber Heart, 
ſo that ſhe could not fit up, but fell down 
on the Bed, at which Time fe went away, 
(as ſhe expreſſed it) and felt as if ſhe dream'd, 
and yet is confident ſhe did not dream.

ever, I determined Arſt to enquire into her 


Knowledge, to ſee whether ſhe had any juſth 


Views of Tnings, which might occaſion her 
preſent diſtreſſing Concern, or whether it 


was a meer Fright ariſing only from ima. 


ginary Terrors. I aſked her divers Que- 
ſtions reſpecting Man's primitive, and more 


_ eſpecially his preſent State, and reſpecting 


her own Heart, which ſhe anſwered rati- 
onally, and to my Surpriſe, And I thought 
it was next to impoſſible, that a Pagan, who 


was become a Child thro? Age, ſhould in 


that State gain ſo much Knowledge by any 
meer human Inſtruction, without being re- 
markably enlightned from above, 

I then propoſed to her the Proviſion made 
in the Goſpel for the Salvation of Sinners, 
and the Ability and Willingneſs of Chriſt 
to ſave to the uttermoſt all that came to 
him. To which ſhe aſſented, but inſtantly 
replied, Ay, but I can't come, my Wicked 
Heart won't come to Chriſt, I don't knou 


Borg to come, &c. And this ſhe ſpake in An- 
guiſh of Spirit, {triking on her Breaſt, 


with Tears in her Eyes, and with ſuch 


. Earneſtneſs in her Looks, as was indeed 
; 1 and n She ſeems to be 


6 really 
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really convinced of her Sin and Miſery, and 
her need of a Change of Heart; and her 
Concern is abiding and conftant, and I 
hope will have a ſaving Iſſue. 
How far God may make Uſe of the Ima- 
gination in. awakening ſome Perſons, I can't 
pretend to determine. Or whether this Ex- 


erciſe be from a Divine Influence, I ſhall 


leave others to judge. This I muſt fay, 
that its Effects hitherto beſpeak it to be 
ſuch. | 

Decem. 28. Diſcourſed to my People in 
the catechetical Method, and the Lord, I 
truſt, granted a remarkable Infiuence of his 
bleſſed Spirit to accompany what was ſpoken. 
Two or three Perſons in particular ſeemed 
to be brought to the laſt Exerciſes of a pre- 
paratory Work, being in a great meaſure 
convinced of the Impoſlibility of their help- 
ing themſelves, and ſeemed to be upon the 
Point of giving up all Hope in themſetves, 
and of venturing upon Chriſt as naked, 
helpleſs and undone ; and yet were in Di- 
ſtreſs and Anguiſh, wanting to do ſomething 
toward ſaving themſelves, One of thele 
was the very aged Woman Jaſt-mentioned, 
who now appeared weary and heavy laden 
with a Senſe of her Sin and Miſery, and

were preſent, as is uſual on the Sabbath, 
The Diſcourſe was accompanied with Power, 
and there were ſome Tears among the white 
People, as well as the Indians. But the Im- 
preſſions made on their Hearts appeared 


chiefly by the extraordinary Earneſtneſs of 


their Attention, and their heavy Sighs. After 
publick Worſhip 'was over, I went to my 
Houſe, intending to preach again after a 
ſhort Intermiſſion: But they foon came in, 
one after another, with Tears in their Eyes, 
enquiring, hat they Joo: Id do 10 be ſat ed? 
What I ſpoke was ſet home in ſuch a 
Manner, that the Houſe was ſoon filled 
with” Cries and Groans, Upon this they 
all flocked together, and the moſt careleſs 
were almoſt univerſally ſeized with Concern 
for their Souls. 

It was an amazing Seaſon of Power, as if 


_ God had bowed the Heatens and come down. 


So aſtoniſhingly prevalent was the Opera- 
tion upon old as well as young, that it ſeem'd 
as if none would be left in a ſecure and na- 
tural State, but that God was now about to 
convert all the World, *Tis impoſſible to 
give a juſt Deſcription of the Appearance 
of Things, /uch as to convey an adequate Idea 
of the Effect of this Influence. Some were re- 
Joicing to ſee ſo many ſtriving to enter in al the 


| ſtraight Gate, and wanted 10 puſh them for- 


ward, as ſome expreſſed it, Others, r 
© 
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old and young, of both Sexes were in Tears, 


and in Anguifh of Spirit, with down-caſt 
Looks like condemned Malefactors. So that 
there ſeemed to be a lively Emblem of the 
ſolemn Day of Accounts, or a Mixture of 
Heaven and Hell. Their Concern and reli- 
gious Affection was ſuch, that I could only 
diſcourſe to one and another, and ſometimes 
addreſs them all together, and at laſt con- 
cluded with Prayer. Such were their Cir- 
cumſtances, that I could ſcarce get half an 
Hour's Intermiſſion from {peaking from half 
an Hour before twelve till paſt ſeven at 
Night. 

Dec. 30. Was viſited by four or five young 
Perſons under Concern for their Souls, moſt 
of whom were very lately awakened. The 
next Day viſited my Pe ple from Houſe to 
to Houle, and ſcarce left a Houſe without 
ſome of its Inhabitants in Tears. They are 
now gathered together from all Quarters, 
and have built them little Cottages, ſo that 
more than twenty Families live within aQuar- 
ter of a Mile of me. The next Day viſited, 


them again, and found ſcarce one who was 


not under ſerious Impreſſions. Strangers are 
almoſt continually dropping in, ſo that 1 
have Occaſion repeatedly to open and incul- 

cate the firſt Principles of Chriſtianity. .. 
Fan. 4. Proſecuted my catechetical Me- 
mod of inſtructing, found my People able 
3 td 
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to anſwer Queſtions with Propriety, and di- 


vers were much affected and refreſhed. 
Lord's Day, Jan. g. Diſcourſed from Mat. xii. 

10-13. There appeared not ſo much Live- 

hnefs and Affection in Divine Service as uſual, 


The fame Truths which have often produced 


Tears and Sobs in the Aſſembly ſeem'd now 
to have no ſpecial Influence upon any. Af- 
terwards baptized the Woman mentioned 


Dec. 22, and one Child. This Woman has 


diſcovered a fweet and heavenly Frame of 
Mind ſince her firft Reception of Comfort. 
One Morning ſhe came to me with unuſual 
Joy, and told me, God had made her feel 
*twas right for him to do what he pleaſed with 


all Things; that *twould be right if be ſhould 
' caſt her Huſband and Son both into Hell: Tho' 


*twas apparent ſhe loved them dearly. And 
underſtanding that I was ſent to preach to 
the Indians by ſome good People in Scotland, 
ſhe ſaid, her Heart loved theſe good People ſo, 
the Evening before, that ſhe could ſcarce help 
praying for them all Night ; her Heart would 
go 10 God for them, & c. 

Near Night I intended to have proceeded 
in my uſual Method of catechiſing, but while 
we were engaged in the firſt Prayer, the 


Power of God ſeemed to deſcend upon the 


Aſſembly in ſuch a remarkable manner, that 


I thought it more expedient to inſiſt upon the 
plentiful Proviſion of the Goſpel, and preſs 
E's 222 them 
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them to a ſpeedy Acceptance of the great 
Salvation, than to aſk them Queſtions about 
doctrinal Points, while Numbers appeared 
ſo ſolicitous to obtain an intereſt in the great 
Redeemer. 

Fan. 11. Diſcourſed in a catechetical Me- 
thod, opened our firſt Parents primitive Apo- 
ſtacy, and our Fall in him, and proceeded to 
ſhew the Neceſſity we ſtood in of an Al- 
mighty Saviour, and of an Intereſt in his 
Merits and Meditation. There was ſome 
Tenderneſs and affectionate Concern viſible 
in the Aſſembly. 

Lord's Day, Fan. 12. Preached from Ifa. 
Iv. 6. There was a powerful Revival of Con- 
victions in Numbers, who were under ſpiri- 
tua] Exerciſe before. Towards Night cate- 
chiſed. Near the Cloſe of my Diſcourſe there 
appeared a great Concern. The Spirit of 
God ſeems from Time to Time to be ſtriv- 
ing with Numbers of Souls, ſo that they 


| ſeem unable at preſent to lull themſelves a- 


ſleep. The next Day was viſited by ſeveral 
under deep Concern for their Souls, one of 
whom was newly awakened. Tis a moſt 
agreeable Work to treat with Souls who 
come earneſtly enquiring, What they muſt do 
to be ſaved, and we ſhould never be weary'in 
well-doing. And yet my Health is ſo im- 
paired, and my Spirits waſted with my La- 
bours, and ſolitary manner of living (there 


2 being 
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being no human Creature in the Houſe with 

me) that their repeated and almoſt inceſſant 

Application to me is ſometimes exceeding 

burdenſome, ſo that I become fit for nothing 

at all, entirely unable ſometimes to proſecute 
any Buſineſs for Days together. 

Jan. 14. Spent ſome Time in private Con- 
ferences, and found ſome diſpoſed to take 
Comfort, as I thought, upon ſlight Grounds. 
They are now ſo generally awakened, and 
tis become ſo diſgraceful, as well as terrify- 
ing to the Conſcience, to be deſtitute of Re- 
ligion, that they are in great Danger of tak- 
ing up with any Appearances of Grace, ra- 
ther than to live under the Diſgrace and Fear 
of an unregenerate State. 

Jan. 19. Proſecuted my catechetical Me- 
thod. When I firſt entered upon this Me- 
thod of inſtructing, I was jealous, leſt my 
Diſcourſes would unavoidably be ſo doctrinal, 
that they would tend only to enlighten the 
Head, and not affect the Heart, But the 
Event proves quite otherwiſe; for theſe Ex- 
erciſes have been remarkably bleſſed, and to 
Day in particular, in the latter as well as 
former Reſpects. 

Lord's Day, Fan. 19. Preached from Ja. 
Iv. 7. Toward Night catechiſed: And 
this appeared to be a powerful Seaſon of 
Grace. Numbers were much affected; Con- 
victions were powerfully revived divers 8 
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the Chriſtians. refreſhed and ſtrengthened; 
and one weary heavy -· laden Soul brought, I 
believe, to true Reſt and ſolid Comfort in 
Chriſt. 1 
He told me he had often heard me ſay that 
Perſons muſt ſee and fee] themſelves utterly 
helpleſs and undone, and muſt be emptied of 
all Dependance on themſelves z and this he 
had long been ſtriving after, imagining God 


would have Reſpect to this Frame. But 


when he came to feel himſelf in this helpleſs, 
Condition, he found it quite contrary to wi at! 


he expected, and that inſtead, of its being a 


good Frame of Mind, he ſaw nothing but 
badne/s in himſelf, and that he could do no- 
thing to make himſelf better. Inſtead of 
imagining now that God would be pleaſed 
with him for the Sake of his ſeeing his undone 


State, he ſaw clearly it would be juſt with 


God to fend him to eternal Miſery, that 
there was no Goodneſs in whathe then felt, 
but that he was naked, ſinful, and miſerable. : 
In this Frame of Mind he came to day to 
publick Worſhip ; and while I was inviting 
Sinners to come to Chriſt naked and empty, , 
he tried, but found he could not come, and 
it ſeemed utterly vain for him ever to try any 
more. But, he ſaid, while he was muſing 
upon it, he faw with his Heart (which is a 
common Phraſe among them) ſomething 
that was unſpeakably good and lovely, W 
& 
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he had never ſeen before, and this ſtole away 
his Heart whether be would or no. He did 
not know what *twas he he ſaw ; he did not 
fay, this is Feſus Chriſt, but twas ſuch Glory 
and Beauty as he never ſaw before. He did 
not now give away his Heart ſo as he for- 
merly intended and attempted to do, but i- 
went away. of itſelf, after that Glory be then 
diſcovered. After ſome Time he was won- 
derfully pleaſed with the Way of Salvation 
by Chriſt ; ſo that it ſeemed unſpeakably 
better to be ſaved altogether by the meer free 
Grace of God in Chriſt, than to have any 
Hand in ſaving himſelf. The Conſequence 
of this is, he ſeems to maintain a Senſe and 
Reliſh of Divine Things, and to maintain a 
Life of Religion. 

Jan. 30. Preached from John iii. 16, 17, 
There was ſome Affection viſible in the Au- 


dience, and one with much Concern after- 


wards told me, his Heart was fo pricked with 
my Preaching he knew not where. to turn, or 


hat to do. The next Day the Perſon I had 


made Choice of for a School-matter came to 
us, whereupon 1 diſtributed ſeveral Dozen of 
Primers among the Children, and on the 
morrow he entered upon his Buſineſs. He 
has generally thirteen . Children and young 
Perſons in his School in the Day-time, and 
about fifteen married People in his Evening 
School. . 
In 
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In the Evening catechiſed in my uſual 
Method. Towards the Cloſe of my Diſ- 
courſe a ſurprizing Power ſeemed to attend 
the Words. One Man far in Years, who 


had been a remarkable Drunkard, a Con- 


jurer, and a Murderer, who was awakened 
ſome Months before, was now brought to 
great Extremity under ſpiritual Diſtreſs, ſo 
thas he trembled for Hours together, and 
apprehended himſelf juſt dropping into Hell. 
Many others appeared under great Concern, 
and ſolicitous to obtain a faving Change. 


Lord's Day, Feb 2. Preached from Fohn 


v. 24, 25. Toward Night catechiſed. Ob- 


ſerved my People more ready in anſwering 
the Queſtions than ever beſore. Tis appa- 
rent they advance daily both in doctrinal and 
experimental Knowledge. The Evening of 
next Day diſcourſed to a conſiderable Num- 
ber, at which Time many appeared much 
affected and melted with divine Things. 

Feb. 8. Viſited my People from Houſe to 
Houſe. Many wept, and appeared con- 


cerned for nothing fo much as an Intereſt in - 


the dear Redeemer. In the Evening cate- 
chiſed, and ſome ſeemed affectionately en- 
gaged. F 
Lord's Day, Feb. g. Diſcourſed from the 
Story of the blind Man, Mat. x. 46—52, 


Several who have been remarkably ſtupid and 


careleſs, Were now awakened, and wept affe 
tionately. 
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tionately. And the moſt earneſt Attention, 
as well as Tenderneſs and Affection appear'd 
in the Audience univerſally. Afterwards 
baptized three Adults, and one Child. The 
Adults I have reaſon to hope are truly pious, 


God hath been pleaſed to own and bleſs the 


Adminiſtration -of this as well as his other 
Ordinances among the-[mdians. Some have 
been. powerfully awakened, by ſeeing others 


dap z Others have obtained Relief and 
Com 


fort. 
* owards Night catechiſed. God made 
this a profitable "Seaſon to ſome. One who 
had been a vile Drunkard was remarkably 


awäkened. He was in great Anguiſh of 


Soul, wept and trembled, and continued to 


do 2 till near Midnight. Another, a poor 


heavy laden Soul, was now brought to a com- 
fortable Calm, Mg; bowed and Teconciled to 
the Divine Sovereignty. | She told me the 
heavy Burden the had lain under was now 
removed; that ſhe felt ſhe never could do 
any thing to ſave herſelf, but muſt periſh for 
ever if Chriſt did not do all for her; that 
ſhe did not deſerve he ſhould help her, but 
Chriſt could ſave her, tho? ſhe could do no- 
thing to fave herſelf, Sc. And here ſhe 
ſeemed to reſt, 
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Forks of Delaware in Penſylvar ia, 1746. 


Lord's Day, Feb. 16. Knowing that many 
of the Indians here were obſtinately ſet againſt 
Chriſtianity, I took ſix of the moſt ſerious 
and knowing of my People, and brought 
them with me from Crofweekſung, hoping it 
might be a Means to convince them of the 
Truth and Importance of Chriſtianity, to 
ſee and hear ſome of their own Nation diſ- 
courſing of Divine Things; and many met 
with us to Day, who probably could not 
have been prevailed on to attend the Meeting, 
had it not been for theſe religious Indians. 
Some behaved ſoberly, and others laugh'd : 
However, the Word of God fe!l with ſuch 
Weight, that ſundry of them ſeemed to be 
ſtunned, and expreſſed a Willingneſs to hear 
me again of theſe Matters. After publick 
Worſhip, took ſome Pains to convince thoſe 
who laughed, and mocked, of the Truth 
and Importance of what I had been inſiſting 
on, which ſeemed to take conſiderable Effec 
upon one of the worſt of them. 1 

The next Day, having ſpent much Time 
in diſcourſing to the Indians in their re- 
ſpective Houſes, 1 got them together, and 
repeated and inculcated what I had before 
taught them. Afterwards diſcourſed from 
As vil. 5-$, A divine Influence ſeemed 

G to 
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to attend the Word. Sundry of the Indian: 
ſeemed ſomewhat awakened; ' and manifeſted 
a'Concetn'by their eameſt Attention, Tears, 
and Sabs. My People from Crofweekjung 
continued with them Day and Night, re- 
peating and inculcating the Truths I taught; 
and ſometimes pray'd, and ſung Pſalms. a- 
mong them; and diſcourſed with each other 
in their Hearing, of what great things God 
had: done for them, and for the Treas at 
Crofweekſung, which ſeemed to have more 


Effect on them than all they could ſay to 


them. 

Feb. 18. Preached to an Aſſembly of Iriſh 
near fifteen Miles diſtant from — Indians. 
Next Day preached to the Indians again, 
having ſpent conſiderable Time in converſing 
with them more privately. There appeared 
a great Solemnity, and ſome Concern and 
Affection among them. Divers of the In- 
dians here ſeem to have their Prejudices re- 
moved, and to be well N to hear the 
Word of :Gade? 3 - 

Feb. 20. Preached to an Aſſembly of Hab 
Dutch, who had ſeldom heard the Goſpel, 
and were very ignorant. They gave won- 
derful Attention, and ſome of them  after- 


wards ſaid they had never been ſo much en- 


lightened about the Way of Salvation before. 


They requeſted me to tarry, or come again; 


and it N me that I could do N 
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they being as Sheep without a Shepherd, and 
ſome. of them under Soul- Trouble. The 
next Day preached to a Number of People, 
many of them Zow Dutch, Some of 1 — 
fore - mentioned High Dutch attended the Ser- 
vice, tho' eight or ten Miles diſtant from 
their own Houſes, And there were two par- 
ticularly of the Indians here, who the laſt 
Sabbath expoſed and ridiculed Chriſtianity, 
now behaved ſoberly: 

Feb. 22. Preached to the Indians. They. 
appeared more free from Prejudice, and more 
cordial to Chriſtianity; and ſome of them 
ſeemed affected with divine Truths. } 

Lord's Day, Feb. 23. Freached to the In- 
dians from John vi. 35—37. After publick 
Service diſcourſed privately with ſome of 
them, who ſeemed conſiderably enlightened, 
and invited them to go down to Crofweek- 


fung, where they would be free from the 


Scoffs and Temptations of the oppoſing Pa- 
gans, and got a Promiſe of ſome of them. 


Crofweekfung in New- Jerfe v. 


March 1. Catechiſed in my ordinary Me- 
thod. Toward the Cloſe divine Truths 
made conſiderable Impreſſions upon the Au- 


dience. 


Lord's Day, March 2. Preached from 
Jobn xv. 1—6, The Aſſembly appeared 
2 not 
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not ſo lively in their Attention as uſual, nor 
ſo much affected with divine Truths. Two 


of the Indians belonging to the Forks are 


dome. May the Lord meet with them here. 
They can ſcarce go into a Houſe now, but 
they'll meet with Chriftian Converſation, 
Diſcourſed to the Indians again in the Aſter- 
Avon, and obſerved among them ſome Live- 
Fines and-Engagement in "divine Service. I 
know of no Aﬀembly of Chriſtians where 
there ſcems to be ſo much of the Preſence of 
God, where brotherly Love ſo much prevails, 
| afthoi gh nine Months ago they were wor- 
pig Devils and dumb Idols. Amazing 
Change this! I is the Lord's Doing, and Juſtly 
fe in our Eyes.” 

Mar. 5. Spent ſome Time juſt at Evening 
in Prayer, ſinging, and diſcourſing to my 
People. Their Situation now is ſo compact, 
that they are eaſily called together with only 
- the Sound of a Conk- Sbell; ſo that they have 
Frequent Opportunities of attending divine 
Service, which ſeems, under God, a great 
Means of keeping the Impreſſions of divine 
T hings alive in their Minds. 

Mar. 8. Catechiſed my People in the 
Evening Their Knowledge in Religion in- 
creaſes daily, And the Divine Preſence 


ſeemed to be in the Aſſembly this Evening.

In the Afternoon I intended to havr 
catechiſed; but while we were engaged in the 
firſt Prayer, a great Part of the Aſſembly 
was ſo much moved, that I thought it ſea- 
ſonable to inſiſt on the moſt practical Truths. 
There appeared to be a 2. divine In- 
fluence upon them. Sundry were ſo touched 
with a Senſe of their own Barrenneſs,.and 
their unworthy Treatment of the bleſſed Re- 
deemer, that they. looked on him as pierced 
by themſelves, +23 mourned, and were in 
Bitterneſs as for a Firſt- horn. Others were 
in Anguiſh of Soul to obtain an Intereſt, in 
Chriſt ; ſo that there was a very great mourn- 
ing.

Mar. 10. Towards Night the Indians of 
their own accord met, iS, ſung, and prayed 
among themſelves with much melting of At- 
fection.

| ſeemed to have conſiderable Influence on 


many. Toward Night diſcourſed again on 
the great Salvation ; and the Spirit of God 
ſeemed to be moving on the Face of the Aſſem- 
bly. Baptized the Woman mentioned laſt 
Lord's Day, who appeared to be in a devout, _ 
humble, and excellent Frame of Mind. My 
Houſe being thronged in the Evening, 1 
ſpent the Time with them in religious Exer- 
ciſes, till my Nature was almoſt ſpent. They 
appear unwearied in religious Exerciſes, and 
inſatiable in thirſting after Chriſtian Know- 
os ani tid. at 
Mar. 19. In my Abfence my People ge- 
nerally met together, of their own Accord, 
for religious Exerciſes, and in ſpecial to give 
Thanks to God for the ſafe Return of thoſe 
who had been ſeveral Weeks abſent at the 
Forks of Delaware, and for the Recovery of 
him that had been fick. My Schoolmaſter 
at their Deſire aſſiſted, and tells me they ap- 
peared engaged and affect ionate in repeated. 
Prayer, ſinging, c. 977 

Mar. 22. Catechiſed as uſual. There ap- 
peared nothing remarkable; and yet I may 
juſtly ſay, the ſtrict Attention, the Tender- 
neſs and Affection, the many Tears and Sobs 
that appeared in Numbers would have been 
very remarkable, were it not that God has 
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made theſe Things common with us, and even 
with Strangers ſoon after their-coming among 

us from Time to Time. 
Lord's Day, Mar. 23. Three being fifteen 
Strangers, adult Perſons, come among us laſt 
Week, I attempted to diſcourſe from Hoſea 
X111, 9. in a Manner peculiarly ſuited to their 
Circumſtances and Capacities. There was a 
deſirable Attention appearing in general, and 
even among the Strangers themſelves, but 
not that Affection and Concern which has 
been common among us. | | 
Near Sun-fet J felt an uncommon Concern, 
for the poor Strangers eſpecially, that God 
had withheld his Preſence, and the powerful 
Influence of his Spirit that Day, and in this 
Frame viſited ſundry Houſes, but without 
much Appearance of Succeſs, till I came to 
a Houſe where divers of the Strangers were, 
and there the ſolemn Truths feemed to take 
Effect firft upon ſome Children, then upon 
ſame adult Perſons, - and then upon ſeveral of 
the Pagan Strangers. I continued my Dil- 
courſe till almoſt every one in the Houſe was 
melted into Tears, and divers wept aloud. 
Upon this, Numbers ſoon gathered from all 
the Houſes round about, and fo thronged the 
Place, that we. were obliged to go to the 
Houſe where we uſually meet ; and the Con- 
gregation gathering immediately, and many 
appearing remarkably affected, I — 
ome 
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ſome Time from Lake xix. 10. There was 
much viſible Concern and Affection. Five 
or {ix of the Strangers appeared conſiderably 
awakened, particularly one very rugged 
young Man, who had ſeemed as if nothing 
would move him, was now brought to trem- 
ble like the Jaylor, and wept much. Theſe 
Pagans who were awakened, ſeemed at once 
to put off their Savage Roughneſs, and be- 
came ſociable, orderly, and humane in their 
Carriage: When they firſt came, I exhorted 
my religious People to be at Pains with them 
to inſtruft them in Chriſtianity z but they 
would not bear to hear them. Yet now they 
were ſo. touched with a Senſe of their periſh- 
ing State, as made them tamely yield to the 
cloſeſt Addreſſes that were made them. 
Mar. 24. Numbered my People, and 
found they were increaſed to about an hun- 
dred and thirty, old and young; beſides that 
about fifteen or tuenty of my ſtated Hearers 
were now abſent, As many of them were 
this Day going out on the Deſign of clearing 
ſome of their Lands, above fifteen Miles 
from hence, in order to their ſettling there in 
a compact Form, that they might more ad- 
vantageoully attend publick Worſhip, have 
their Children ſchooled, and at the ſame Time 
have a Conveniency for planting, Gc. (Their 
Land here being of little or no Value

Dr. Wallis Verſion, and having re- 
commended them and their Deſign to God 
by ef. I diſmiſſed them to their Buſi- 
eee Ln <8. | 
In the Evening read and expounded to 
thoſe who remained, and to the Strangers 
newly come the Subſtance of the 3d Chapter 
of the A. Numbers ſeemed to melt un- 
der the Word, and ſundry. of the Strangers 
were affected, and made ſenſible of their a- 
tural Depravity, which in their Pagan State 
they diſbelieved, and denied. > 
Mar, 27. Diſcourſed to a Number of 
them in one of their Houſes, and endea- 
voured to ſuit my Diſcourſe to them ſeverally, 
according as I apprehended their States to be, 
I find particular cloſe Dealing with Souls in 
private is often very ſucceſsful. 
Mar. 29. In the Evening catechiſed, as 
uſual on Saturday. Treated on the Benefits 
which Believers receive from Chriſt at Deatli. 
The Queſtions were anſwered, as they have 
generally been, with great Readineſs and 
Propriety. 
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Propriety. There appeared ſuch Livelineſs 


and Vigour in their Attendance, and ſuch 
Eagernels to be made Partakers of the Bene- 


fits then mentioned, that they ſeemed to be not 
only looking for, but baſting to the coming of 
the Day of God. Yet many were not duly 
engaged to obtain the Change of Heart that 
is neceſſary in order to that Bleſſed End. 
Lord's Day, Mar. 30. Diſcourſed from 


Matt. xxv. 31—40. There was a very con- 


ſiderable Moving, and affectionate Melting 
in the Aſſembly. One aged Man, newly 
come among us, reed to be conſiderably 
awakened. In the Evening catechiſed. There 
was not that melting Engagement as was the 
Evening before. 

Mar. 31. Called my People together, as 
I had done- the Monday before, and diſ- 
courſed to them again on the Neceſſity and 
Importance of their labouring induſtriouſly, 
and after folemn Prayer diſmiſſed them to 
their Work, Numbers of them ſeem to of- 
fer themſelves willingly to this Work, and 
ſome of them diſcover great Concern that 
God might go with them, and begin their 
little Town, that by his Bleſſing it might be 
a Place comfortable for them and thiirs, 
both on ſecular and ſpiritual Accounts.

Obligations Chriſtians are under to love one 
another in a peculiar Manner, they ſeemed 
melred into Tenderneſs and Affection toward 
each other, 
TLord's Day, Apr. 6. Preached from Mat. 
vil. 21—23. There were conſiderable Effects 
of the Word vilible in the Audience, and 
ſuch as were very deſirable, Many were put 
upon ſerious and cloſe Examination, and 
ſome of them expreſſed their Fears: Particu- 
larly one Man was brought under great and 
. preſſing Concern for his Soul, not ſo much 
upon account of any particular Sin, as that 
he had never done the Will of God at all. 
In the Afternoon I opened to them the

Preſſure of a wounded Spirit, and, Feb. 1. 
was brought into the utmoſt Agony of Soul, 
which continued that Night, and part of 
next Day. Aſter this, obſerving him to ap- 
r remarkably calm and compoſed, I 
aſked him how he did. He replied, 77s done, 
is done, *tis all done now. I aſked him what 
he meant, He anſwered, I can never do 
any more to fave myſelf, *tis all done for ever, I 
can do no more. 1 aſked him whether he could 
not do a little more rather than go to Hell ? 
He replied, My Heart is dead, I can _ 
| ap 
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help myſelf. J aſked him what he thought 
would become of him? He rephed, 1 miſt 
go to Hell, I aſked, if he thought it was 
right God ſhould ſend him to Hell? He 
anſwered, O *tis right, the Devil bas been 
in me. ever ſince I was born, I aſked 
him, if he felt this the Evening before, 
when he was in ſuch great Diſtreſs? He 
replied, No, I did not then think it was right. 
I thought God would ſend me to Hell, and 
that I was then dropping into it, but my Heart 
quarrelled with God, and would not ſay it 
was right he ſhould ſend me there. But now 
I know *tis right, for I hate always ſerved 
the Devil, and my Heart has no Goodneſs in it 
now, but is as bad as it was, &c. 

In this Frame of Mind he continued 
ſeveral Days, paſſing Sentence upon himſelf, 
and conſtantly owning it would be right if 
he ſhould be damned, and that he expected 
this to be his Portion. And yet it was plain 
he had a ſecret Hope of Mercy, tho' im- 
perceptible to himſelf. He aſked me often 
when I would preach again? I aſked him 
why he deſired to hear me preach, ſeeing 
his Heart was dead, and all was done, and 
he expected to go to Hell? He replied, I love © 
to hear you ſpeak about Chriſt for all, "1 © 
aſked him, what Good will that do you, if 
you muſt go to Hell at laſt ? He anſaered, 
I would have others come 10 Chriſt, if 1 unt 
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go to Hell myſelf. He ſeemed to have a 
great Love to the People of God, and no- 
thing affected him ſo much as the Thoughts of 
being ſeparated from them. It was likewiſe 
remarkable, that in this Seaſon he was moſt 
diligent in the Uſe of all Means for his Soul's 
Salvation, altho' he had the cleareſt View of 
the Inſufficiency of Means. to help him. 
When he had continued in this Frame of 
Mind more than a Week, while I was 
preaching, - he ſeemed to have a lively Soul- 
refreſhing View of. the Excellency of Chriſt, 
and the Way of Salvation by him, which 
meſted him into Tears, and filled him with 
Admization,, Comfort, and Praiſe to God; 
ſince which, he has appeared to be a humble, 
deyout and affectionate Chriſtian, ſerious 
and exemplary in his Converſation and Be- 
hayiour, frequently complaining of his 
want of ſpiritual Warmth, and in all re- 
ſpects bearing the Marks of one created 
anew in Chriſt Jeſus. 

His Zeal for the Cauſe of God was re- 
markable, when he was with me at the 
Forks of Delaware laſt February. There 
being an old Pawwaw at the Place, who 
threatned to bewilch me; this Man preſently 
challenged him to do his worſt, telling him, 
that himſelf had been as great a Conjurer as 
he,but that as ſoon as he felt the Word in his 


Heart, which this People loved, his Power of 
conjuring 


h 
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conjuring immediately left him; and ſo it 
would you, ſaid he, if you did but once 
feel it in your Heart. So that, as Paul, 
he now zealpuſly defends, and practically 
preaches the Faith which be once deſtroyed. 
May God have the Glory of the amazing Change 
he has wrought in bim. © 

Lord's Day, May 18. Difcourſed both 
Parts of the Day from Rev: iii. 20. In the 
Interval I took accafion to diſcourſe to Num- 
bers, in a more private Way, of the Kind- 
neſs ahd Patience of the bleſſed Redeemer in 
fanding and knocking, &c. which ſeemed 
to take , ſome. Effect. In the Afﬀterngon, 
Divine Truths were attended with Solemnity 
and with Tears, tho” there was not that 
powerful Awakening as in Times paſt. 
May 19. Viſited, and preached to my 
People from Acts xx. 18, 19. and aimed to 
rectify their Notions about religious Affec- 
tions, ſhewing how deſireable they are when 
they flow from a true ſpiritual Diſcovery of 


the tranſcendent Perfections of the bleſſed 


God, a View. of the Glory and Lovelineſs 
of the great Redeemer ; that ſuch Views 
will naturally excite” us to ſerve the Lord 
with much Affection, and with all Humility 
of Mind, And, on the other Hand, ob- 
ſerving the Sinfulneſs of ſeeking high Af- 
tections immediately and for their own Sake. 
Shewed them, that if the Heart be directly

fix*'d on God, ſome Degree of Affection will 
be the Effect of it: But to ſeek after Af. 
fection directly and chiefly, is to place it in 
the Room of God and his Glory, If ſought 
that others may admire us, *tis abominable 
Pride; if for the Pleaſure of being affected, 
tis 1dolatry and Self- gratification.— Labour'd 
alſo to expoſe the Diſagreeableneſs of Af 
fections wrought up by the Power of Fancy, 
while I ſtill recommended that religious Af- 
fection, Fervency and Devotion, without 
which Religion will be but an empty Name, 
and lifeleſs Carcais, This appeared a ſeaſo- 
nable Diſcourſe. a 

May 24. Viſited the Indians, and took 
care of their ſecular Buſineſs, as I had ſeve- 
ral Times before, which they are not able 
themſelves to manage, without the conſtant 
Care and Advice of others. Afterwards diſ- 
courſed to ſome of ſpiritual Concerns, 

Lord's Day, May 25. Diſcourſed both 
Parts of the Day from Jobn xii. 44,—48. 
Sundry wept, and appeared much affected, 


and one obtained Comfort, and appeared w - 


rejoice in God her Saviour. It was a Day of 
Grace and Divine Goodneſs. 

Lord's Day, Fune 1. Preached from Mat. 
xi. 27, 28. The Preſence of God ſeemed 
to be in the Aſſembly. I then baptized five 


Adults, and five Children, and was not a 
| little 
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fittle refreſhed with this Addition made to the 
Church of ſuch as, I hope, all be ſaved. 

J have reaſon to hope that God has lately 
brought home to himſelf, ſundry who had 
long been under ſpiritual Concern, tho® 
there have been few Inftances of Perſons 
lately awakened out of a State of Security. 
And thoſe comforted of late ſeem to be 
brought in, in a more ſilent Way. Neither 
their Concern nor Conſolation : being fo 
powerful as formerly, in the Beginning of 
this Work of Grace. 

June 6. Diſcourſed from Part of Ja. lit. 
Many were much melted and refreſhed, 
One Man in particular, who had long been 
under Concern, was brought to ſee and feel 
the Impoſſibility of his doing any thing to 
help himſelf by his Tears and all he could 
do, and found himſelf undone as to any 
Power or Goodneſs of his own. "14 
June 7. Being invited by the Rev. Mr. 
William Tennent to be his Aliſtant in the 
Adminiſtration of the Lord's Supper, my 
People attended the preparatory Services. 

Lord's Day, June 8. Moſt of my People 
who had been Communicants at the Lord's 
Table before, communicated, with others, 
who had longed to ſee this Day, and whoſe 
Hearts rejoiced in this Work of Grace. 
Some of the By-ſtanders were affected with 
ſeeing theſe who had been Aliens from the 

I 2 Common- 
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 Common-wealth of 1ſrael, & c. now. brought 
near to God as his profefling People, and 
ſealing Covenant with him. Others, I am 
told, were awakened thereby, apprehending 
the Danger of being eternally caſt out while 
they ſaw others from the Eaſt and eſt pre- 
paring to fir down in the Kingdom of God. 
Others of my People who were not Com- 
municants, were much affected. Convicti- 
ons in divers Inſtances were revived; and 
the Man mentioned the 6th inſtant obtained 
Comfort. | 

June 9th. A conſiderable Number of my 
People met early in the Day, in a retired 
Place in the Woods, and prayed, ſung, and 
converſed of Divine Things. Afterward, 
they attended the concluding Exerciſes of 
the ſacramental Solemnity, and then returned 
home, divers of them rejoicing for all the 
Goodneſs of God they had ſeen and felt. 

June 13. Preached to my People upon 
the New Creature from 2 Cor. v. 17. The 
Preſence of God ſeemed to be in the Aſ- 
ſembly. The People of God were refreſhed 
and ſtrengthned, beholding their Faces in 
the Glaſs of God's Word, and finding in 
themſelves the Marks and Lineaments of the 
New Creature, Some under Concern were 
alſo renewedly affected. Baptized three 
Adults and two Children. One of theſe 


wes the very aged Woman mentioned 
Dec. 


. 
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Dec. 26th. She gave me now a very punc- 
tual, rational, and ſatisfactory Account of 


the remarkable Change ' the experienced: 


ſome Months after the Beginning of her Con- 
cern, which, I muſt fay, appeared to be 


the genuine Operations of the Divine Spirit. 
And I have great Reaſon to hope ſhe is 
born anew in her old Age, ſhe W 1 pre- 
ſume, upwards of four/core. 

June 19. Viſited my People with two of 
the Rev. Correſpondents. Spent ſome Time 
in Converſation with them upon ſpiritual 
Things, and took ſome Care of their worldly 
Concerns, 

This Day makes up a compleat Year 
ſince my firſt preaching to theſe Indians in 
New-Ferſey.— What amazing Things has 
God wrought for theſe People? What a 
furprizing Change appears in their Temper 
and Behaviour! How are moroſe and ſavage 
Pagans transformed into agreeable, affectio- 
nate, humble Chriſtians! And their drunken 
and Pagan Howlings turned into devout and 
fervent Prayers and Praifes to God ! They 
who were ſometime Darkneſs, are now Ligbt 
in the Lord. May they wall as Children of 
Light. Now to him that is r | Power to 
Rabliſh them according to the Goſpel, even the 
preaching of Chriſt — To God only "wiſe be 
Glory thro Chriſt Jelus for ever and ever.

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Before I conclude, L would make a few 
genera Remarks. : 


1. I can't but take Notice, that ever dae | 


my firſt coming among theſe Indians in News- 
Jerſey, I have in general been favoured 
with that Aſſiſtance which (to me) is uncom- 
mon in preaching Chriſt crucified, and in mak- 


ing him the Center and the Mark, to which 


all my Diſcourſes among them were directed. 


After having taught them ſomething of the 


Being and Perfedtions of God, his Creation 
of NMan in a State of Rectitude and Happi- 


neſs, and the Obligations Mankind were 


thence under to love and worſhip him, it 


was the principal Scope and Drift of all my - 


Diſcourſes to lead them into an Acquaintance 
with their deplorable State by Nature as 
fallen Creatures, their Inability to extricate 
themſelves from it, the utter Inſufficiency of 
any external Reformations and Amendments 
of Life, or of any religious Performances 
they were capable of, while in this State, to 


bring them into the Favour of God, or in- 


tereſt them in his eternal Mercy. And thence, 
to ſhew them their abſolute Need of 
Chriſt to redeem and ſave them from 
the Miſery of their fallen State; to open his 
All-ſufficiency and Willingneſs to ſave. the 
chief of Sinners; the Freeneſ and - Riches 
of his Divine Grace, propoſed without Money 
and without Price, to all that will accept 
the Offer; and thereupon to preſs them 


under 
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without Delay to betake themſelves to him 


under a Senſe of their Miſery and undene 


State, for Relief and everlaſting Salvation; 
and to ſhew them the abundant Encourage- 
ment the Goſpel propoſes to needy, periſhing, 
and helpleſs Sinners, in order to engage them 
ſo to do. | 
And I have oft remarked with Admira- 
tion, that whatever Subject I have been upon, 
after explaining and illuſtrating the Truths 
contained therein, I have been naturally. led 
to Chriſt as the Subſtance of every Subject. 
If I treated on the Being and glorious Per- 
fections of God, I was thence naturally led 
to diſcourſe of Chriſt as the only way to the 
Father.—If I attempted to open the deplo- 
rable Miſery of our fallen State, it was na- 
tural from thence to ſhew the Neceſſity af 
Chriſt to undertake for us, to atone for 
our Sins, and to redeem us from the Power 


of them. If I taught the Commands of 


God, and ſhewed our Violation of them, 
this brought me, in the moſt ea/y and na- 
tural Way, to ſpeak of and z:zcommend 
the Lord Jeſus Chriſt as one who had mag- 
nified the Law we had broken, and who 
was become the End of the Law for Righte- 
ouſneſs to every one that believeth. And ne- 


ver did I find ſo much Freedom and Aſ- 
ſiſtance in making the various Lines of my 


Diſcourſes meet and center in Chriſt as among | 
theſe Indians. 
4 Some⸗ 
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Sometimes, when J have intended to of- 
fer but a few Words on ſome particular Sub- 
j=&, and ſaw no occaſion or room for any 
conſiderable Enlargement, there has ap. 
peared, on a ſudden, ſuch a Fountain of 
Goſpel-grace ſhining forth in, or naturally 
reſulting from a juſt Explication of it, and 
Ehriſt has ſeemed in fuch a lively Mann r 
to be pointed out as the Subſtance of what 
I was conſidering and explaining, that I 
have been drawn in a Way not cnly ef 
and natural, proper and pertinent, but almoſt 


vnd vbidable, to diſcourſe of him, either in 


regard of his Incarnation, Undertaking, 
Satisfaction, admirable Fitneſs for the 
Work of Man's Redemption, or the infi- 
nite Need that Sinners ftand in of an Inte- 
eſt in him, which has opened the Way for 


a continued Strain of Goſpel-invitation to 


periſhing Souls to come empty and naked, 
weary and bravy- laden, and caſt themſelves 
on him. 

And as I have been at Times ſurpriſingly 
Furniſhed with, Matter relating to the Lord: 
Fefrs Chriſt, and the Way of Salvation by 
him, ſo alſo as to an-advantageous Manner 
of opening the Myſteries of Divine Grace, 
and repreſenting the infinite Excellencies and 
unſearchable Riches of Cbriſt. I have fre- 
quently been enabled to repreſent his perſo- 


nal Glories, Lovelineſs, and Suitableneſs; 
to 
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to open the infinite Riches of his Grace; and 
to call, invite, and beſeech Sinners to come 
and give up themſelves to him; to expoſtu- 
late with them why they would neglect one. 
ſo infinitely lovely, and fo freely offered 
And this in ſuch a Manner, with ſuch Free- 
dom, Pertinency, Pathos, and Application 
to the Conſcience, as I never could have 
made mylelf Maſter of by the moſt diligent 
Application of Mind. 
I don't mention theſe Things to recom- 


mend my own Performances, for, I o un. 
I found from Time to Time I had no Skill 


or Wiſdom for my great Work, and knew 
not how to chooſe out acceptable Words, proper 
to addreſs poor benighted Pagans with. But 
thus God was pleaſed to help me, noo 
know any thing among them ſave Jeſus Chriſt 
and bim crucified. 

And this. was the Preaching God made 
Uſe. of for the Awakning of Sinners, and 
the Propagation of this York of Grace among 
the Indians, —And, it was remarkable, when 


I 'was favoured with any Special Freedom in 


diſcourſing of the Ability and Willingneſs of 
Chriſt to ſave Sinners, and the Need they ſtood 
in of ſuch a Saviour, there was then, the 
greateſt Appearance of Divine Power in 
awakning ſecure - Souls, promoting Convic: 
tions begun, and comforting the Diſtreſſed. 


2. 1 
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2, I think it worthy of Remark, that 
Numbers of theſe People are brought to a 
ſtrict Compliance with the Rules of Mora- 
tity and Sobriety, and to a conſcientious: 
Performance of the external Duties of Chri- 
ſtianity, by the ixternal Power and Influence 
of the peculiar Doctrines of Grace, without 
having theſe moral Duties frequently repeated 
and inculcated upon them, or the contrary 
Vices particularly expoſed and ſpoken againſt. 
I have already obſerved what has been the 
Strain and Drift of my Preaching, what the 


Truths I principally inſiſted upon, and how | 


I was influenced and enabled from Time to 
Time to dwell upon them. And God was 
pleaſed to give thoſe Fruths ſuch a powerful 
Influence upon the Minds of theſe People, 
that their Lives were quickly reformed, 
without my inſiſting on the Precepts of 
Morality, and ſpending Time in repeated 
Harangues upon. external Duties. — There 
was indeed no Room for any kind of Diſ- 
courſes, but thoſe which refpected the Eſen- 
tials of Religion, and the experimental Know- 
ledge of Divine Things, while ſo many 
were enquiring daily, not how they ſhould 
regulate their outward Conduct, but, what 
they ſhould do to be ſaved. - So that my great 
Work ſtill was to lead them into a farther 
View of their Undoneneſs in themſelves, the 
total Depravity and Corruption of their 

Hearts 
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Hearts—and at the ſame Time to open to 
them the glorious and compleat Remedy 
provided in Chriſt for helpleſs periſhing Sin- 
ners, and offered freely to thoſe who have 
no Goodneſs of their own, 1 Works of 
Righteouſneſs which they have done, to re- 
commend them to the Divine Acceptance. 
When theſe Truths were felt at Heart, 

there was now no Vice unreformed, no ex- 
ternal Duty neglected; Drunkenneſs, the 
darling Vice, was diſcarded, and ſcarce an 
Inſtance of it known among them for Months 
together. The abuſive Practice of Huſbands 
and Wroes putting away each other, and 
taking others, was quickly reformed ; ſo 
that three or four Couple have voluntarily 
diſmiſſed thoſe they had wrongfully taken, 
and now live together again in Love and 
Peace. The ſame might be {aid of all other 
vicious Practices. The Reformation was ge- 
neral, and all ſpringing from the internal 
Influence of Divine Truths upon their Hearts, 
and not from any external Reſtraints, Some 
of theſe Vices I never had ſo much as men- 
tioned, particularly parting of Men and their 
Wives, till ſome, having their Conſciences 
awakened by God's Word, came, and of 
their own Accord confeſſed themſelves guilty 
in that reſpect. And when 1 did at any 
Time mention their wicked Practices, and 
the Sins they were guilty of, contrary to 

the 
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the Light of Nature, *twas not with Deſign 
or Expectation of working an effectual Re- 
formation in their Manners by this Means, 
for I know while the Tree remained corrupt, 
the Fruit would naturally be ſo too; but 
with Deſign to lead them, by taking a View 
of the Wickedneſs of their Lives, to be 
fenſible of the Corruption of their Hearts, 
and to convince them of the Neceflity of 
a Renovation of their Nature, and excite 


them with utmoſt Diligence to ſeek after 


that great Change, which, if once obtained, 
was ſenſible, would of Courſe produce a 


Reformation of external Manners in every 


reſpect. 

And as all Vice was reformed upon their 
feeling the Power of theſe Truths upon their 
Hearts, fo the external Duties of Chriſtianity 
were complied with, and | conſcientiouſly 
performed from the ſame internal Principle; 
Family-prayer ſet up, and conſtantly main- 
tained, unleſs among a few more lately 
come, who had felt little of this Divine 
Influence, This Duty 1s conſtantly per- 
formed even in ſome Families where there are 
none but Females, and ſcarce a prayerleſs 
Family to be tound among near an hundred 
of them. The Lord's Day 1s ſeriouſly and 
religiouſly obſerved, and Care taken by 
Parents to keep their Children orderly on 
that ſacred Day, And this, not w_ : 

a 


among the Indians. 99 
had driven them to the Performance of theſe 
Duties by a frequent inculcating of them, 
but becauſe they had elt the Power of God's 
Word upon their Hearts, were made ſenſible 
of their Sin and Miſery, and therefore could 
not but pray, and comply with every thing 
they knew to be Duty, from what they felt 
within themſelves. When their Hearts were 


touch'd with a Senſe of their eternal Con- 


cernments, they cou'd pray with great Free- 
dom as well as Fervency, without being at 
the Trouble to learn fe? Forms for that pur- 
poſe.” And ſome of them who were ſuddenly 
awakened at their firft coming among us, 
were brought to pray and cry for Mercy 
with utmoſt Importunity, without ever . 
inſtructed in the Duty of Prayer, or ſo muc 
as cnce directed to the Performance of it. 
The happy Effects of theſe peculiar Doc- 
trines of Grace, which I have ſo much in- 
ſiſted on with this People, plainly diſcover, 
even to Demonſtration, that inſtead of their 
opening a Door to Licentiouſneſs (as many 
vainly imagine, and ſlanderouſly infinuate) 
they have a direct contrary Tendency; ſo 
that a cloſe Application, a Senſe and Feeling of 
them, will have the moſt powerful Influence 
toward the Renovation and effeFual Reforma- 
tion both of Heart and Life. 

And happy Experience, as well as the 
Word of God, and, in particular, the Ex- 

K amples 
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amples of Chriſt and his Apoſtles, have 
taught me that that Method of Preaching, 
which is beſt ſuited to awaken in Mankind a 


Senſe and lively Apprehenſion of their De- 
pravity and Miſery in @ fallen State, to ex- 


cite them earneſtly to ſeek. after a Change of 


Heart, and engage them to ſeek after inward 
Cleanſing, and to fly for Refuge to free and 
ſovereign Grace in Chriſt, as the only Hope 
ſet before them, is like to be. moſt ſucceſsful 
for the Reformation of their external Conduct. 
I have found that cloſe. Addreſſes, and ſo- 
lemn Applications of divine Truths to the 
Conſcience, tend directly to ſtrike Death to 
the Root of all Vice; while ſmooth and plau- 
ſible Harangues upon moral Virtues, ro ex- 
ternal Duties, at beſt, are like to do no more 
than lop off the Branches of Corruption, 
while the Root of all Vice remains ſtill un- 
touch'd. 

The Views I have had of this Kind have 
often minded me how proper an Exhortation 
for Miniſters in reſpect of others, as well as 
for Perſons with regard to themſelves, are 
thoſe Words of our Lord. Cleanſe firſt the 

Inſide of the Cup and Platter, that the outſide 
may be clean alſo, q. d. The only effectual 
Way to have the outſide clean is to begin 
with what is within; and if the Fountain be 


Purified, the Streams will be naturally pure.

Now altho' I can't pretend that the Refor- 
mation among my People does, in every In- 
ſtance, flow from a ſaving Change of Heart, 
yet J may truly ſay, it flows from ſome 


Heart. affecting View and Senſe of Divine 


Truths, which all have had in a greater or 
leſſer Degree. 

I don't intend hereby to repreſent the 
preaching of Morality, and prefling Perſons 
to the external Performance of Duty to be al- 
together unneceſſary, and uſeleſs, at any 
Time, and eſpecially at Times when there is 
kfs of divine Power attending the Means of 
Grace; when for want of internal Influences: 
there is need of external Reſtraints. *Tis 
doubtleſs among the Things which ought 10 
ze done, while others are not to be left undone. 
But what I chiefly deſigned by this Remark. 
was to reprefent plain Malen of Fa, viz. 


that the Reformation, the Sobriety, and ex 


ternal Compliance with the Rules and Duties 
of Chriſtianity, appearing among my People, 
are not the Effect of any meer dbctrinal In- 
ſtruction, or mcerly rational View'of the Beau- 
ties of Mhrality,. but from the internal Power 
and Influence that divine Truths, (the Soul- 
humbling Doctrines of Grace) ha ve had upon 
their Hearts. E: 
3. It is remarkable that God has fo conti- 

nued and renewed the Showers of his Grace 
here,  ſo- quickly ſet up his viſible Kingdom 
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among theſe People, and fo ſiniled upon them 
in relation to their Acquirement of Know- 
ledge, both divine and human. Tis now 
near a Twelve-· month ſince the Beginning of 
this gracious out · pouring of the divine Spirit 
among them, and tho? it has often ſeemed to 
decline and abate in ſome Inſtances, yet the 
Shower has fremed to be renewed, and the 
Work of Grace revived again. It muſt be 
acknowledged that for ſome Time paſt there 
has in the general appeared a more manifeſt 
Declenſion of this Work, and the bleſſed 
Spirit has ſcem'd in a conſiderable Meaſure 
withdrawn, eſpecially in regard of his awak- 
ening Influences, ſo that the Strangers who 
came lately are not ſeiz' d with Concern as 
formerly; and ſome few who were ſome 
Time ago much affected with divine Truth 
appear now leſs concern'd. Yet (bleſſed be 
God) there is ſtill an Appearance of divine 
Power and Grace, a deſirable Degree of Ten- 
derneſs, religious Affection, and Devotion 
in our Aſſemblies. | | 
And as God has favour'd us with Showers 
of Grace, ſo he hath ſet up his Kingdom a- 
mong us with uncommon 2vickne/s, I have 
now baptized ſeventy-ſeven Pcrſons, of whom 
thirty eight are Adults, and thirty nine Chil- 
dren, and all within the Space of eleven 
Months. And I have baptized no Adults, 
but ſuch as appear'd in a Judgment of Cha- 
| rity, 
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rity, to have a Work of ſpecial Grace 
wrought in their Hearts, and to have had the 
Experience of the renewing and comforting 
Influences: of the Bleſſed Spirit. There are 
many others under folemn Concern. for their- 
Souls, who, I apprehend, are Perſons of 
ſufficient Knowledge, and viſible Seriouſneſs, 
at preſent, to render them proper Subjects of 
the Ordinance of Baptiſm, Yet ſince I don't 
ſee comfortable Evidences of a ſaving Change 
paſſed upon them, and conſidering the great 
Propenſity there is in this People to abuſe 
themſelves with ſtrong Drink, and fearing 
Jeſt ſome who now appear ſerious ſhould loſe 
their Concern, and return to this Sin, and 
ſo, if baptized,. prove a Scandal to their 
Profeſſion, I have thought. proper hitherto 
to omit the Baptiſm of any but ſuch who give 
bopeful Evidences of a ſaving Change; tho“ 
I don't pretend to determine poſitively con- 
cerning the States of any. | > 
I likewiſe adminiſter'd the Lord's Supper 
to a Number of Perſons, who,  I.have abun- 
dant Reaſon to think, were proper Subjects 
of that Ordinance, within the Space of fen 
Months and ten Days, after my firſt Preach- 
wg to them: And within the Space of a. 
twelvemonth,. after ſome of them were at- 
tending an idolatrous Feaſt and Sacrifice in 
Honour to Devils, Surely Chriſt's little Flock 
hete, ſo ſuddenly gathered from among Pa- 
K 3. gaus, | 
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gans, may juſtly ſay, in the Language of the 
Church of old, The Lord hath done great 
Things for us, whereof we are glad. 

Much of the Power and Goodneſs of God 
has appear'd allo in their Acquirement of 
Knowledge, both in Religion, and in the 
Affairs of common Life. There has been a 
wonderful- Thirſt after Chriſtian Knowledge 
prevailing among them, and an eager Deſire 
of being inſtructed in Chriſtian Poctrines and 
Manners. This has prompted them to aſk 
many pertinent as well as important Queſti- 
-ons, the Anſwers to which tended much to 
enlighten their Minds, and promote their 
Knowledge in divine Things. Many of the 
Doctrines I have delivered they have query'd 
with me about, in order to gain further Light 
and Infight into them ; particularly the Doc- 
trine of Predeſtination. And have from Time 
to Time manifeſted a good Underſtanding of 
them, by their Anſwers to the Queſtions pro- 
poſed to them in my  catechetical Lectures. 
They have likewiſe query*d with me con- 
cerning a proper Method, as well. as proper 
Matter of Prayer, and Expreſſions fu'table 
for that religious Exerciſe, and have tiken 
Pains in order to the Performance of this. 
Duty with Underſtanding. They have like- 
wiſe 5 Pains, and appeared remarkably 
apt, in learning to ſing Halm- Tunes, and are 
now able to ſing wich Deccncy. 
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They have alfo acquired a - conſiderable 
Degree of uſeful Knowledge in the Affairs of 
common Life, ſo that they now appear like 
rational Creatures, fit for human Society, 
free from that ſavage Roughn<«ſs, and brutiſh 
Stupidity, which render'd them very diſa- 
greeable in their Pagan State. They ſeem 
ambitious of a thorough Acquaintance with 
the Engli/h Tongue, can already, moſt of 
them, underſtand a conſiderable Part, and 
ſome of them the Subſtance of my Diſcourſes. 
without an Interpreter ; and Providence has 
ſmiled upon them in reſpect to proper Means 
for their Inſtruction therein, by ſending us a 
Schoolmaſter, of whom I may: juſtly ſay, T 
know of no Man like minded, who well natu- 
rally care for their State. And the Children 
learn with ſurprizing Readinefs, ſo that ho 
tells me he never had an Engliſh School that 
learn'd ſo faſt. Not above u in thirty, or 
more, but what Jearn'd to know all the Ler- 
ters in the Alphabet diſtinctly within three 
Days after his Entrance upon his Buſineſs, 
and divers in that Space of Time could do 
ſomething at Spelling. And ſome, ſince the 
beginning of February laſt, are able to 
read in a Pſalter, or Teſtament, without ſpel- 
ling. Beſides theſe, he hadi#fteen:or twenty 
People, married or ſingle, at his Evening- 
School, which he . while the DOORS 


were long, | 
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They are inſtructed twice a Week in the 
Aſſembly's fboarter Catechiſm ; and ſome of 


them have learn'd to ſay it pretty diſtinctly 
more than half thro'. They are likewiſe in- 
ſtructed in the Duty of ſecret Prayer, and 
prompt each other to it. * 

4. 1 think it worthy to be noted, to the 
Praiſe of Sovereign - Sul that amidſt ſ% 
great a Work of Conviction, and religious 
Affection, there has been no Preralency of 
falſe Religion (if J may ſo term it) or Heats 
of Imagination, intemperate Zeal, and ſpi- 
ritual Pride; corrupt Mixtures, which too 
commonly attend the Revival and powerful 


Propagation of Religion. This Work of 
Grace has, in.the Main, been carried on with. 


a ſurprizing Degree of Purity, and Freedom 
from Traſb, or corrupt Mixtures. The reli 
gious Concern People have been under has 
generally been rational and juſt, ariſing from 
- avSenſe-of their Sins, and their Obnoxiouſneſs 
to the divine Wrath, as well as their utter 
Inability to ſave themſelves. Or if there has 
been any Appearance of irrational Concern, 
yet there has been no Prevalency of any ſuch: 


thing. And tho* the Concern of many has 


been very great, yet I have never ſeen any- 
thing like Deſperation prevailing in any one 

Inſtance: Nothing that has diſcouraged them 
from the molt diligent Uſe of all proper Means 
for their Converſion and Salvation. ; 
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The Comfort that Perſons have obtained 
after Diſtreſſes, has likewiſe in general ap- 
pear'd ſolid, well - grounded, and Scriptural; 
ariſing from a ſpiritual and ſupernatural Illu- 
mination of Mind; a View of divine Things, 
in ſome Meaſure, as they are; a Complacency 
of Soul in the divine Perfections, and a. pe- 
culiar Satisfaction in the Way of Salvation by 
Sovereign free Grace in the great Redeemer. 
Their Joys have ſeem'd to riſe from a Va- 
riety of Views and Conſiderations. Some, 
after the hardeſt Struggles and Heart-rifings 
againſt the Sovereignty of God, have ſeem'd, 
at the firſt Dawn of their Comfort, to rejoice 
in a peculiar manner therein, and have been 
delighted to think that a good God would 
diſpoſe of them and theirs juſt as be pleaſed. 
Others who have been remarkably oppreſs'd 
with a Senſe of their Undoneneſs and Poverty, 
have been more peculiarly delighted with a 
View of the Freeneſs and Riches of divine 
Grace. Some have at firſt rejoiced in the 
Wiſdom of God diſcover'd in the Way of Sal- 
vation by Chriſt, and have wonder'd at their 
paſt Folly in ſeeking Salvation other Ways. 
Others have had a more general View of the. 
Beauty and Excellency of Chriſt, and been 
delighted with his divine Glory as unſpeak- 
ably exceeding all they had ever conceiv'd 
of before. But tho' their Comforts have 
ſeem'd to ariſe from a Variety of Views, ſtill 
| they 
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they were ſpiritual and ſupernatural Views, 
and not groundleſs Fancirs, which were the 
Spring of their Joys and Comlorts.. 

Yet it muſt be owned, when this Work 
became fo univerſal and prevalent, Satan 


feem'd to transform himſelf into an Angel of 


Ligbt, and made ſome vigorous Attempts to 
introduce turbulent Commotions of the Paſ- 
ſione, inſtead of genuine Convictions of Sin, 
and imaginary and ſanciſul Notions of Chriſt, 
as appearing to the mental Eye in human 
Form, and particular Poſtures, in the room 
of ſpiritual and ſupernatural Diſcoveries of his 
divine Glory and Excellency, as well as di- 
vers other Deluſions. And I have reaſon to 
think, had theſe Things met with Encourage- 
ment, there wou'd have been a conſiderable 
Harveſt of this Kind of Converts here. Spi- 
ritual Pride alſo diſcover'd itſelf in various 
Inſtances ; and in one or two an unbecoming 
Ambition of being Teachers of others. But, 
bleſſed be God, tho* ſomething of this Na- 
ture has appear d, nothing has prevaiPd, nor 
made any great Progreſs. 

And there have been very. few Inſtances of 
ſcandalous or irregular Behaviour among thoſe 
who have made a Profe//ron,. or even an Ap- 
pearance of Religion. Not above three or 
four that I know of, have been guilty of any 
open Miſconduct, and not one that perſiſts. 
in any thing of that Nature. And * 

| the 
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the remarkable Purity of this Work in the 
latter reſpect, its Freedom from frequent In- 
ſtances of Scandal, is very much owing to 
its Purity in the former Reſpect, its Freedom 
from carrupt Mixtures of ſpiritual Prade, and 
Deluſions, which naturally lay a Foundation 
tor ſcandalous Practices. 

May this bleſſed Work, in the Power and 
Purity of it, prevail among the for Indians 
Here, as well as ſpread: elſewhere, till their 
Femcteſt Tribes ſhall ſee ihe Salvation of God, 
Amen. 


Then follows an Account of the ColleFions 
made in New-York, Jamaica, and many par- 
ticular Towns, and Churches, for the Sup- 
port of the Exgliſb-Scbool, and for defraying 
other Charges that have neceſſarily ariſen in 
the promoting of the religious Intereſts of 
the Indians, and the Manner in which the 
Momies ſo collected have been laid out. 

Next follows an Appendix to the Journal, 
giving an Account, in anſwer to a Letter 
trom the Honourable Society for propagat- 
ing Chriſtian Knowledge, what Methods he 
had made Uſe of for inſtructing himſelf in 
the Indians Language z what Progreſs he had 
made in it; what Methods he is now taking 
to inſtruct the Indians; and particularly what 
Difficulties he had already met with, and 
the Methods he uſed for ſurmounting them.

© have the pleaſure to inform you, that Religion is 
& ſtill upon the increafing hand among thoſe Indians. 
* Thoſe that were formerly converted; evidence the 
„ Sincerity of their Change by a Converſation becom- 
« ing the Goſpel, and their Numbers are lately in- 
„ creas'd by conſiderable Additions from ſeveral 
„Places, who all live together in a regular Society. An 
% Erglifþ Schoolmaſter is maintain'd among them, by 
« private Contributions in theſe Parts: Many of their 
„Children make great Progreſs in reading, and learn- 
« ing their Catechiſm.  * >> 

« Mr. Brainerd has indeed been confin'd by Sickneſs 
« for a long Time, and is yet in a low and dangerous 
« State of Health, occaſion'd by his inceſſant Fatigues 
* and Travels in the Proſecution of his Miſſion : But 
« leſt the Hdian Service ſhould ſuffer during his Sick- 
« neſs, he has procured his Brother, (a pious and inge- 
* nious young Candidate for the Miniſtry) to reſide 
« among the /xdian;, who meets with great Accep- 
«« tance and Succeſs among them. Whether Mr. Brai- 
* nerd will ever recover ſeems as yet uncertain ; he 
has now for ſeveral Months been hovering upon the 
„ Borders of the Grave; but, even in his low Eſtate, 
* has been doing more than could poſſibly have been 
* expected, in the Service in which he is engaged. If 
* it ſhould pleaſe God to take him out of the World,

« ceas'd Brother, not only in his Piety, but in his Abi- 
« lities, Activity, and Zeal for the Kingdom of God, 
and that he meets with great Encouragement and Ac- 
< ceptance amongſt the Indian; whoſe Congregation 
« and Exg/;fs School continue to proſper and increaſe, 
©. by New-Comers from other Indian Countries. 

Tis here to be noted, that the faid honourable So- 
eiety in Scotland do maintain another Miſſionary amongſt 
the Indians in Long-Iſland, where he labours to inſtruct 
and convert both young and old, not without ſome 
Hopes of Succeſs. 8 | 
If theſe 3 Proceedings of civilixing as well as 
chriffianizing the poor Savages of America, ſhall conti- 
nue to increaſe, the Benefits which, even on political 
and mercantile Confiderations, will thereby hereafter ac- 
crue to Great Britain, may well merit the Attention of 
the Publick : Seeing by bringing the Indians to live in 
a regular Way, (a Difficulty till now thought inſur- 
mountable) with fix'd Habitations and Farms, his Ma- 
jeſty may thereby in time have a large Addition of 
fettled Subjects in America, who may Re prove 
greatly inſtrumental in the Improvement and Cultiva- 
tion of the waſte Lands there, as alſo in raiſing Mate- 
rials thereon for our own Commerce and Manufactures. 
It ſeems therefore to be of no ſmall Importance to.Grea7 
Britain that all poſſible Endeavours be uſed for the Con- 
verſion of the 1ngrars, in and bordering on our Colonies 
in America, to the Chri/tian Religion, even on the Score 
of mere human Policy alone; fince by chriſtianixing of 
them, their becoming civilix A almoſt naturally follows. 
Thus the promoting of this excellent Work is, in effect, 
as much our Intereft with reſpect to this World, fingly 
conſidered, as it is our higheſt Duty and Intereſt with _ 
reſpect to Eternity. It is therefore to be hop'd that all 
ſuch as have theſe united Conſiderations in their Sight, 
will in their ſeveral Stations, and according to their re- 
ſpective Abilities, contribute: to ſtrengthen the Hands 
of a Society, which not a great Number 
of Schools at home, in the Highlands and Iftes adjacent, 
but does like w iſe uſe thei Ir Endegvours to ſpread 

the Goſpel into the remoꝭeſt Parts of dhe Britiſh Empire. 
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
